Vegetable Crepe Require Both Manure 
end Cultivation. Which Benefit 
Peer Trees. 

_ (Br R. B. RUSHING.) 

The first three or four years after 
Mtttng It la best to cultivate the pear 
orchard In vegetables of some sort, 
but nrfver in wheat or rye. The vege¬ 
table crops require both manure and 
cultivation, which benefit the young 
pear trees. 

When the peer tree makes e fine 
growth 4he fifth year the orchard can 
he put In clover and left two or three 
year*-to that crop. 

The first crop of clover may be 
taken off. but the second crop should 
never be taken off. but should be left 
to rot on the ground to enrich the

It to beneficial to hoe or grub around 
each tree In the spring and keep the 
soil loose around It; this destroys 
many Insects and also keeps them 
from nesting there 
Bach spring and fall wash down thp 
trunks snd larger Hmbe of the tree;, 
with a solution of soft soap and water, 
about half and half This will degtrov 
, Insects and keep the bark smooth and 


The peer, however, needs 
but Mltle pruning if the trees make a 
strong and vigorous growth for sev 
eral years, unless there la a tendency
